Now Love does not 
require that we think well of every body with or 
without Reaſon, but that we wiſh and intend well 
to every body. If I gave myſelf no trouble about 
you, that is, if I was utterly void of Charity, m 
would think me a very charitable Man. 

P. But I hope you do not condemn us all; 
Some of us indeed are wicked, ſwearing, drunken 
Men; but we are not all ſo. You know yourſelf 
that [ keep my Church, and come ſometimes to 
Sacrament, I never hurted any Man in my Life, 
and pay every Man his Due. 

M. And upon this you build your Hopes of 
Heaven ? If this is your Foundation, I muſt 
plainly tell you, it will leave you hopeleſs in the 
Day of Trial.

Offences againſt the holy Law of Gop. Nay 
you have broken every one of his Command- 


ments.

M. You yourſelf, laſt Sunday. When you 


heard me repeat the Commandments, you made 


Anſwer after each of them, Lord, have Mercy 
upon us, &c. Your calling for Mercy was plainly 
* yourſelf guilty. 

P. I never committed Idolatry, Murder, Adul- 


tery — 
M. Ves, All of them. Have you never Kd 


any worldly Thing more than God and his Fa- 


vour? nor feared any Thing more than' his Diſ- 
pleaſure, ſo as to neglect a known Duty rather 
than draw upon yourſelf ſome temporal Inconve- 
vience? This was a Breach of the Firſt Com- 
mandment. The Second Commandment reſpects 
the Manner of expreſſing the Devotion of the Heart; 


and therefore whatever in your Service has been 


unbecoming, ſuch as wandring Thoughts, Care- 


| leſſneſs and Jrreverence, as well as ufing Images, | 
is a Breach of this Commandment * So is alſo 


Neglect of Gop's Service. And here you will 


not pretend, I ſuppoſe, to be Not Guilty, Con- : 
ſequently, your coming to Church and Sacrament

in this careleſs unthinking Manner deſerves rather 
to be reckoned among your Sins, than truſted to 
for Juſtification before Gop. But a few Minutes 
ago, in my Hearing, you took the Lord's Name in 
vain, uſing it needleſly, and without an awful Senſe 
of His. Majeſty, of whom you ſpake. You have 
done the ſame perhaps Ten Thouſand Times in 
your Life. This is a Breach of the Third Com- 
mandment. Whenever you have neglected to at- 
tend on Gop's Worſhip on the Sabbath without a 
neceſſary Hindrance, ſuffered worldly Thoughts to 
- unfit you for Gop's Service, done - worldly Buſi- 
neſs on that Day that might have been done on 
another, and neglected to devote the Whole to

Lorp's Day. The Subſtance of theſe Command- 
ments is, Thou ſhalt love the LoRD thy Gop with all 
thy Heart: But you have come ſhort of this when- 
ever you have not acted: to the Glory of Gov. 
Now what think you of your Innocence with re- 
ſpect to the Duties of the Firſt Table of the Com- 
mandments ?

Sight of Gop; and cauſeleſs (b) Anger, and eſpe-

If you take the fame Method to underſtand the 


other Commandments, all Parts of your Behaviour 


that are unſuitable to the Station in which Provi- 


dence hath placed you, all Irreverence and proud 
T0 cenſuring of your Superiors, and all unkind and in- 
jurious Treatment of thoſe that ate beneath you, 


will appear to be Breaches of the Fifth Command- 
ment. All evil Speaking, raſb Cenſuring, and repeat- 


ing of Stories injurious to the Characters of others, 


are contrary to the Ninth: And all Murmuring 
and Diſcontent, Envy and Greedineſs, are Sins for- 
bidden by the Tenth. 

P. Then it ſeems there is but one Commante 
ment againſt which I have not ſinned. 
AM. If you rightly knew yourſelf and the Law of 


Gon, you would not acquit yourſelf of that nei- 


ther, Be not offended, I ſpeak out of Love to 


your Soul. 1 do not think you a Thief or a Rob- 


ber : Yet, have you never concealed the Faults 


and bad Properties of what you ſold, when you 


knew that Ignorance of theſe Faults was the very 


Thing that induced the Perſon to buy ? Nay, 


have you not often recommended your Goods in 
ſuch general Terms, as were inconſiſtent with

M. Therefore you think you need not be great- 
ly troubled, if you are ſo too; but hope to paſs in 
the Crowd. Does not ſome ſuch Thought as that 
lurk at the Bottom? But what ſignify Numbers 
with Gop, whoſe all- ſearching Eye no Man can lie 
concealed from, and whoſe Arm none can reſiſt or 
. eſcape ? Had you lived in Sodom or the old World, 
this ſame Thought might have lulled you aſleep in 
the prevailing Abominations, but would not ſave 
you from the overflowing Deluge nor the Streams

M. Damn ! What a Word is that? It ſignifies 
to adjudge to eternal Torment, to do which be- 
longeth only to the Righteous Judge. I would 
with all my Soul reſcue all Men from this Miſery. 
And with that View I now ſpeak plainly and faith- 
fully to you, and-agreeably to the Word of Gov. 

P. Who then can be ſaved ? Not * yourſelf. 
Pray, Sir, did you never fin ? 

AA. Friend be ſerious. The Subject we are now 
upon is of the utmoſt Importance. I have ſinned 
3 well as you; I have greatly ſinned, and my

Sins have deſerved eternal Damnation : : But Gop s 


hath been pleaſed to awaken me to Repentance, he 
hath ſhewn me my Danger, and ftirred me up to 
Fee from the Wrath to come. He hath ſhewn me alſo 
the Way of eſcaping the Wages of Sin, opened in 
the Vleſſed Goſpel, The Offer of Salvation there 
made I truſt I have embraced, and obtained For- 
giveneſs through Faith in Insvs CHRIST. 


P. I hope I have repented too: I am fure, if 1 


_ offend Gop, I am ſorry for it afterwards. And 


For ur OY s we are all Chriftians, 1 hope, are 
we not? 


AM. If your . is ſincere, and your Faith 
Rive and ſaving, your State is ſafe 'and happy. 


But many Perſons deceive themſelves by a dead 


Faith, and imperfect Repentance. Are you willing 
to have the Sincerity of yours tried ? 


P. Tam; for the Trial can do me no Hurt: 
If I am ſafe; it is well; if J am not, I hope it is 


not too late to amen. 
M. You ſay very right. Firſt, then, let us 
examine your Repentance. Now true Repentance 


implies a Senſe of Sin, its Odiouſneſs and Defor- 


mity, a Hatred of it, a Humiliation and Self-loath- 
ing on Account of it, an actual Forſaking of it, 


and a turning to Gop by Newneſs of Life. Is 


your Repentance ſuch as this ?

M. Do not now talk of other Men. Do you 
A. B. think that you deſerve eternal Death ? 

P. If Gop ſhould deal with me according to 
ſtrit Juſtice, I do: But, as I think God is mer- 
citul, ſo-I hope I ſhall do well enough. 3 

M. I fear your Notions of God's Mercy are 
fuch as prevent true Repentance. You ſeem to 
have entertained Hopes of Mercy, without being 
deeply ſenſible of your utter Miſery without · it; 
to have applied the healing Balſam, before you 
were wounded. This is what the Almighty ſtiles 
healing the Wound of his People ſlightly. Now you 
ſeem in this Manner to have deceived yourſelf, | 

You never ſaw yourſelf in a State of Sin and Death; 
you never ſaw Stn odious ; you were never greatly 
afraid of periſhing, nor ſaw that there was no Help 
or Strength in yourſelf; therefore you never fled to 
Him who is a Refuge from the Storm. And, if you 
have never fled thus to CHRIST, as helpleſs and 
undone without him, it is plain that you are ſtill 
without any ſaving Intereſt in him. 

See how it was witk thoſe Converts mentioned 
in the Acts of the Apoſtles; St. Peter's Hearers 
were pricked in their Hearts, and ſaid, Men and 
Brethren, what ſhall we da? The Jailor came 
trembling, through a Senſe of his miſerable Condi- 
tion before he was baptized, and received Forgive- 
neſs of Sins. St. Paul was ſtruck to the Ground. 

P. All theſe were Infidels. I was baptized in 
my Infancy, and bred up to know good Things, 
and always believed. 

A. God does not deal with all nah in the 
ſame

ſame Way. But take heed you do not depend 
too much upon theſe Privileges. You were early 
baptized ; but ſearch your Heart and Life. Have 
you not lived for a long time together as without 


God in the World? Inſtead of renouncing the Werld, 
and Fl:h, and Devil, have you not followed and 
Been led by them ? Have you not been led by the 
World in judging of Things according to the Opi- 
nions of Men, in Oppoſition to the Word of 
Gop ? Have you not in many Things conformed 


to its Cuſtoms contrary to the Commands of Gon? 


Have you not frequently obeyed your carnal Lufts 
and Inclinations, ſo as to violate frequently the pure 
Law of Go, if not by actual Offences, yet by in- 
dulging evil Thoughts, and living in leſſer Sins 


without Concern? And has not the Devil been 


for a conſiderable Time your Maſter, leading you 


to offend Gop by profaning his holy Name and 


— 


holy Day; and that for the ſake of ſuch a trifling 
Pleaſure, as plainly argues his Aſcendency over 
you? And have you not continued ftill in theſe 
Things with little or no Concern, hoping notwith- 
ſtanding that all would be well ? Nay, is not this 
{till in ſome Meaſure your Caſe !—I ſee you ac- 
| knowledge it is. It is plain then your baptiſmal 
Vow and Covenant are broken, and there is an ab- 
ſolute Neceflity of turning unto Go, and begin- 
ning all ane w. 

P. How muſt I begin anew ? 

M. By acknowledging that by your Departure 
from Gop you have brought yourſelf to a State of 
Sin and Miſery ; alimated. from Gon, inclined to 

Evil, 


Evil, and therefore at Enmity. with God in your 
Heart; that for theſe Things you deſerve his 
Wrath, and ſtand on the Brink of Ruin, covered 
| with Guilt. 


P. I am willing to forſake all Sin, turn to Gor, 
and do better. Will that do. 29 | 

M. Theſe are good Reſolutions, but they do 
not ſeem to proceed from a right Principle. You 
would forſake Sin, and do better, I ſee, with ſome 
ſecret Dependance upon your Amendment and 
Doings, that theſe will fit you for Acceptance, and 
gain you an Intereſt in CyHrIsT: But this is a le- 
gal Spirit of Self-dependance, a going about to efta- 5 
liſh your own Righteouſneſs. When I ſee you ac- 
knowledge yourſelf /inful, "vile, and baſe, and, like 
Jos, abhorring yourſelf; when I ſee you ſenſible | 
that you are unworthy of the leaſt Mercy, and unable 
of yourſelf to do any good Thing; when I ſee you 
renouncing your beſt Deeds as defiled by Sin, caſting 
yourlelf before Gop as 10ſt and helpleſs ; having no 
Hope in yourſelf, but ſupported only by the Pro- N 
miſe of Salvation made in Jesus CHRI1sT ; when 
this is not only the Language of the Fa but 
theſe Convictions are deeply impreſſed on the 


Heart — When this is your Caſe, I ſhall think a 
real Work of Grace is begun in your Soul. 


P. Why, this is adviſing me to deſparr ! 


M. Indeed I would have you deſpair of all Help 
from yourſelf, or on Account of any Thing you have 


done, or can do; for 'till then you will not ſuffi- 
ciently. value Jesvs CHRIST, nor fly to him as 


you 


* 
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pour only Saviour, who came ” preach Deliverance 
e the Captives, and to bind up the Broken- hearted. 
'- P.I believe all this may be neceſſary for a 
notorious Sinner, or an Heatben; but I have lived 
in ſome Fear of God, attended at Church, and al- 
ways believed. _ 
M. I doubt you never backs: at all, properly 
ſpeaking : But of this I will talk more with you 
another Time. At preſent, it is plain, your Re- 


pentance has not been real. Von never ſaw and 


felt your Danger, conſequently could never be o 
deſirous of eſcaping it as is neceſſary. You al- 
ways flattered yourſelf with ſome Hopes that your 
State wes ſafe, or certainly would be, when you 
lived a little better ; which was at Bottom depend- 
ing on yourſelf. And with reſpect to the other 
Branches of Repentance, ſuch as forſating Sin—it 
is evident to yourſelf you have lived without 
Concern in ſome leſſer habitual Sins; and, as for 
turning to Gop, you were never ſenſible, that in 
the Stream of your Afe#tions, and the general Courſe 
| of your Life, you were turned from him. 
Indeed (though you ſeem not to know it) the 
ruling Principle in you, and every natural Man, 
is a Principle of Sin and Corruption. Inſtead of 
ſeeking to pleaſe Gop, you have all along been 
"ſeeking to pleaſe yourſelf; to procure ſome Grati- 
fication to corrupted Nature, ſuch as ſenſual: De- 
lights, Riches, worldly Eſteem, Eaſe, or the like. 
This hath been the acting Principle throughout 
your whole Conduct, inſtead of obeying that Com-

Wherefore that we are juſtified 
by faith only, is a moſt wholſome dectrine, and very full of 
comfort, as more largely is expreſſed in the homily of juſtification . 
Article 12, Albeit that good works, which are the fruits of faith, 
and follow after juſtification, cannot put away our fins, and en- 
dure the ſeverity of God's judgments ; yet are they pleaſing and 
acceptabie to God in Chriſt, and do ſpring out neceflarily of a true 
and lively faith; inſomuch, that by them a lively faith way be as 
. evidently known, as a-tree diſcerned by-the fruit. 
h phony: 13. Works done beſore the grace of Chrift, and the in- 
ſpiration of his ſpirit, are not pleaſant to God, foraſmuch as they 
ſpring not of faith in Jeſus Chriſt, neither do. they make men meet 
to receive grace, or (as the ſchool- authors ſay) deſerve grace of 
congruity; yea, rather for that they are not done as God hath

according to the New or Goſpel Covenant: The 
other, never being deeply ſenſible of his ſinful loſt 
State (indeed too proud to acknowledge it) hath 


E not applied for the Mercy repreſented in the Gof- 


pel, and ſo at the Day of Judgment ſtands on the 
Foundation of the old Covenant or Law of good 
Works, which requires perfect Obedience: Con- 
ſequently he is without a Mediator, and without 
F 8 and therefore muſt be condemned. 
P. But then why are Works mentioned at all 
on yk Day, as we find they are ?
